RAILROAD 
SEEKS 
LOAN 


Pennsy lv ania Lines Will Apply 
for P art of the Two Bil­ 
lion Loan Issu e. 


New York, Feb. 5 (A.P.) — The 
Pennsy lv ania Railroad, its presi­ 
dent, Gen. W. W. Atterbu ry has 
annou nced, will apply for aid 
from the Federal Reconstru ction 
Finance Corporation to enable it 
to 
complete 
an 
improv ement 
prog ram requ iring abou t $5,000,- 
000 a m onth. 
Atterbu ry has not stated the 
size of the loan to be requ ested, 
bu t said a “reasonable su m ” will 
be asked. The cost of the pro­ 
g ram 
has been estim ated at 
$17 5,000,000, more th an half of 
which is for the electrification 
of the lines.

Activ ity of Aleu tian Volcanoes, 
Usu ally Qu iet, Cau ses Display 
for Alaskan Resi­ 
dents. 


LAVA POURS DOWN 
UNINHABITED SLOPE 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. 5^-(A.P.) 
—Old M other N atu re’s tea ket- 
kettles in Alaska are blowing off 
steam ag ain. 
Activ ity of the Aleu tian v ol­ 
canoes, almost entirely qu iescent 
is so common nativ es pay little 
attention, ex cept when the dis­ 
play becomes spectacu lar. 
This y ear it is Shishaldin, a 
peak on Unimak Island, one of 
the 
larg est 
of 
the 
Aleu tian 
chain, th a t is fu rnishing the fire­ 
works. 
Reports from Squ aw Harbor^ 
150 miles east of Unimak Island, 
indicate this y ear’s v olcanic ac­ 
tiv ity may be more interesting 
than u su al. 
Shishaldin is reported in the 
most 
v iolent 
and 
spectacu lar 
eru ption in m any y ears, with 
hu g e qu antities of lav a pou ring 
down its u ninhabited slopes and 
smoke and ash scattered ov er 
Bering Sea by a strong wind. 
“The 
v olcano 
presented 
a 
beau tifu l display of fire works 
after dark day before y esterday ,” 
a radio messag e sent ou t by Jo­ 
seph Naseniu s, an am ateu r radio 
operator at False Pass, said. 
“Shooting flames to a heig ht 
of 1,500 feet, the v olcano lig hted 


u d the sky ov er Unimak Island 
like a hu g e torch, interspersed 
with g reat clou ds of smoke.” 
Naseniu s was one of he few 
persons to seek the soectacle, be­ 
cau se of the isolated natu re of 
Unimak Island. 
His messag es 
were picked u p at Anchorag e, 
Alaska, last nig ht. 
As last y ear, the eru ption is 
accompanied by static so heav y 
it seriou sly interferes with ra ­ 
dio commu nication ov er a wide 
area. 
Shishaldin was in v iolent eru p­ 
tion in 19 13 and 19 14 and mildly 
activ e in 19 27 and 19 29 . Rising 
10.000 feet, this peak onened a 
new crater du ring the 19 14 ou t­ 
bu rst. 
The v olcanic activ ity often is 
accompanied by earthau ^kes and 
Su bterranean 
d i s t u rbances, 
which later contou rs of small is­ 
lands in the reg ion and raise 
pinnacles on the ocean floor. 
The 
Liner 
Aleu tian, 
which 
sank in Uy ak Bay , Kodiak Is­ 
land, in 19 29 , was believ ed to 
hav e stru ck a pinnacle raised by 
shifting of the ocean floor.

Vatican City , Feb. 5 (A.P.) — 
M arriag e between Catholics and 
non-Catholics hereafter will be 
considered illeg al by the chu rch 
u nless the children actu ally are 
edu cated as Catholics, a new and 
stricter ru ling issu ed today by 
the cong reg ation of the sacred 
office. 
The ru ling , tig htening mix ed 
m arriag e restrictions, was issu ed 
becau se of a belief th a t parties 
to su ch m arriag es often hav e 
disreg arded promises th a t the 
children shou ld be reared as 
Catholics. 
The cong reg ation decided th a t 
henceforth those who obtain the 
dispensation of the chu rch for 
mix ed m arriag e m u st take those 
promises seriou sly and th a t the 
chu rch no long er will accept the 
plea th a t the laws of the cou n­ 
tries where su ch persons reside 
prev ent proper Catholic edu ca­ 
tion of the children. 
If necessary , the cong reg ation 
dceided, su ch persons m u st re ­ 
frain from g oing to cou ntries 
where they wou ld be u nable to 
keep their pledg es to the chu rch. 
In case of any failu re to edu ­ 
cate the children as Catholics,

General rains ov er the Ohio 
v alley W ednesday nig ht pu shed 
the Ohio u p to 49 .9 feet here ear­ 
ly today and observ ers said they 
were ex pecting from three to 
fou r feet more, althou g h fair 
and colder w eather m ig ht hold 
it down to near 52 feet, flood 
stag e a t this point. 
Mu ch low farm land in sou th­ 
ern Ohio and northern Kentu cky 
already has been inu ndated, bu t 
no seriou s dam ag e has been re­ 
ported.

The passages associated with 
this lesson are chosen with re­ 
gard to temperance. The first 
passage, dealing with the faith­ 
fu l steward, emphasizes the fact 
that temperance is u ltimately a 
m atter of faithfu lness and disci­ 
pline. The serv ant described in 
the lesson, who takes adv antage 
of his m ater’s absence, and of 
the delay in his retu rn from a 
jou rney , to abu se his fellow ser­ 
v ants and to indu lge in glu ttony 
and dru nkenness, is not simply 
an intemperate man, he is a man 
of u ndependable character and 
u ndisciplined life. 
Temperance 
is a m atter of probity . 
More and more stress shou ld 
be laid u pon that today . Dru nk­ 
enness, whether it be u nder con­ 
ditions in which the sale and u se 
of intox icating liq u or are legal­ 
ized, or u nder conditions of pro­ 
hibition where the manu factu re 
and sale are ou tlawed, is not a 
m atter to be considered lightly 
or jokingly . It is a betray al of 
m an’s mastery ov er himself, a 
su rrender of his reason and will 
to a debasing habit and a de­ 
bau ching dru g. Whatev er indi­ 
v idu als or the commu nity may 


think abou t the relationships 
between law and liq u or, it is a 
profou nd gain to a commu nity 
when there is a clear recognition 
of this elemental fact.

The second portion of the les­ 
son approaches somewhat the 
same problem from the stand­ 
point of freedom. The man who 
is conq u ered by an ev il habit, or 
by 
participation 
in

thing, thereby loses his freedom. 
This is a fact that it is impor­ 
tant to grasp today at a time 
when freedom and personal lib­ 
erty are so widely associated 
with the priv ilege or the right of 
drinking alcoholic intox icants. 
Few things hav e been responsi­ 
ble for so mu ch loss of freedom 
to the indiv idu al as the reason- 
destroy ing power of alcohol. The 
annals of alcohol bear tragic 
witness to that fact. 
Does temperance then mean 
total abstinence? Apart from the 
social and legal aspects of the 
m atter u nder present conditions 
in America, that has been a 
q u estion for the indiv idu al to 
determine.

No indiv idu al who has chosen 
total abstinence from alcoholic 
liq u or as his practice has ev er 
su ffered from the choice. One 
thing is certain, that sort of 
freedom has nev er been com­ 
promised or impaired. If any 
real benefit to the indiv idu al 


cou ld be shown from indu lgence 
in alcoholic liq u or, there might 
be a strong case for emphasiz­ 
ing the other side of freedom; 
namely , the freedom to partake 
of intox icants. Bu t the pathway 
of safety and of the highest 
phy sical and spiritu al efficiency 
lies in the direction of absti­ 
nence. 


It is inev itable that tem per­ 
ance lessons shou ld deal chiefly 
with what has been the chief 
cau se of intemperance. 
Tru e 
temperance, we repeat, is a m at­ 
ter of general integrity of char­ 
acter and self-discipline; and 
self-discipline is nev er tru ly ef­ 
fectiv e u ntil it becomes the dis­ 
cipline of God in the sou l.
